The money is needed. 
The 
board wonld not ask it if they did not 
see in this method a saving for the tax­ 
payers. They most pay to the banks not 
later than Jan. I of next year $15,000, 
and about $600 is needed to j>ay for the 
necessary improvements at the Grant 
street building. The majority of school 
buildings require painting in order that 
the wood aud metal may be preserved, 
and felloes aru in two places required. 
The plastering in Central building is de­ 
fective, and some of the rooms are in a 
filthy condition owing to the imperfect 
working of the heating system last year.

If the boud issue is authorized, 
and there is no reason to believe that, iii 
the face of the circumstances, it will be 
defeated, the board will save two to 
three per cent in interest, an item of im- 
portanue.

Chicago,Ort. 80.—A sensational story 
was current on tho streets to the effect 
that the American flag hail been torn 
down, trampled on and otherwise mis 
treated at a meeting of the American 
Railway union directors In view of th** 
intense feeling over the political situH 
lion prevailing hen*, the report created 
ooh ii dent bl* excitement. Inquiry at the 
A. R. U. headquarters, however, failed 
to verify the report. 
"The fact* or the matter are," said 
Director R. M. Goodwin, "for the 
two or three weeks campaign dodger* 
of all kinds have been thrown iii the 
office. They have usually lain where 
they were thrown, and this was the 
case when about 15 or 20 paper flags 
with McKinley and Hobart pictures 
printed tm them were thrown in the 
door. 
No attention was paid to them 
We hud no intention of insulting the 
flag. 
Does that look a* though we had 
torn it down?”

N e w Y o r k , Get. 80.—The approach 
of the election wa* signalized in finan­ 
cial circles by a rapid aud remarkable 
advance in the money mark, t. 
Soon after the opening of the ex­ 
change for business there wa* a griot 
demand for calh money, which opened 
at IO per cent, I per cent higher than 
the average rate the day before, when 
it fluctnated between 7 and 12 per cest 
By leaps and bound* the rate advance! 
until at noon 50 per cent WM demanded 
for cash loans. 
The demands sont the rate* up until 
IOO per cent wa* asked and NO hid. This 
was the closing quotation. 
The immediate cause of the .trill- 
gency was tile calling off loans by >,<me 
of the banks that wished to prepaid 
themselves for possible larg e demands 
today. 
Leans made on Friday go over until 
Monday, according to the custom of the 
street, although the banks ii gaily have 
the right to call money on any day of 
the week. The banks, as u rule, an 
reserving their surplus funds for the ac­ 
commodation of their re g u la r custom­ 
ers, who are being supplied at 6 jmr cent 
in proportion to the business dont by 
them. 
Money ha* not been so high since th* 
Earing panic* some years ago, when ii 
went skyward in the same way.
